Election/Restrictions

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II and V are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the \ 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 

that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the process could result in a materially different 
product through the use of different stabilizers. 
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3. The processes of Groups l-lll are each materially different in that potential 
patentability can be derived from the mutually exclusive differences of the treating 
agents and the product of Group IV is not the resulting product of any of the processes.
